The Whitesburg City Council made what we regard as a serious 
mistake this past week when it adopted the notorious 1" ght-to~ 
work" law-a city ordinance clearly designed to halt union activ~ 
ity within the city limits, bine 

The city acted, apparently, in the vague hope that by taking 4 
firm anti-union stand the city can persuade industry to come to 
town, Specifically, the town seems to think it might land itself 
a garment factory, and that this would be a step toward progress. 

‘But do we really want garment factories or any other industry 
geared to the abuse of employees, the payment of the lowest 
possible minimum wages? Can we build a town, an economy, 
on anindustry paying only $1.25 an hour? We think not. 

Low wages produce poor communities with poor schools, poor 
govemments, a poor environment. Persons earning the mint= 
mum wage can't afford new cars, new clothes, New No.lsés. 
They are doomed to a life of misery and poverty, and the so- 
called right-to-work law would do nothing but seal their doom, 
make certain their lives of poverty, by preventing them from 
using the only weapon an industrial worker has to fight for a bet- 
ter way--a union. 

There are several studies which show quite clearly that states 
and cities throughout the country which in recent years have a- 
dopted the right-to-work law are falling significantly behind na- 
tional average wage scales. Studies show that such places as 
Atlanta, Georgia, which paid average wages close to national 
averages before Georgia adopted a right-to-work law, have seen 
average wages and the Atlanta economy decline since passage of 
the act to the point that Atlanta no longer is one of the pace set- 
ters in the national economy. ; 

The situation in Eastern Kentucky of course is different. With 
only about half our total labor force empl oyed in positions pay- 
ing adequate wages, and with the other half existing directly ot 
indirectly because of state and federal welfare programs, the 
need for new industry is obvious, and the pressures and tempta- 
tions to try anything, including a right-to-work ordinance, are 
great, 

But as an area we are in great danger of making permanent our 
present etonomic situation by writing into law guarantees that 
this will continue to be a low-wage area, 

It is the union miner with his take-home pay of $5, 000 a year 
who is the Letcher County man who regularly buys new cars, new 
television sets, new clothes, new appliances. His $10-a-day 
counterpart in the non-union truck mines cannot afford these 
things. 

To replace this union coal miner and his poe ag power with a 
$1. 25-an-hour housewife working in a garment factory is not 
progress, 

Eastern Kentucky wants and needs industry, of course, But it 
needs industry that is willing to build the area and not tear it 
down. We don*t want and Jon't need the type of industry that 
thinks it can come in and take advantage of the people of the 
area simply because they are out of work and in great need. 

And there are a number of fly-by-night tirms resembling vul- 
tures which have been sharpening their claws in anticipation at 
the prospect of coming into the area with federal or state-fi- 
nanced factoties and machinery and low wage, anti-union pro- 
tection from the towns, to make themselves wealthy from the 
sweat of the downtrodden of Eastern Kentucky who would be 
forced to accept slave wages because nothing else would be of- 
fered, 

City council's action was hasty, taken without any public no- 
tice, without any opportunity for the working man and the work- 
ing woman--the persons most affected--to express their wishes 
or desires, We hope it will reconsider.

About $158.47, according to a 
survey by a Louisville research 
firm, 

At the request of the Kentucky 
Department of Public Informa - 
tion, Market Research Associates, 
Louisville, conducted personal 
interviews with 78 parties of . 
campers chosen at random in two 
State parks on a recent week end, 

The survey revealed: 

*The average camping party 
consisted of 4.8 persons, rangin 
from a low of two toa high of iB 
persons, 

*The campers planned an aver- 
age stay of 6.4 days, rangin 
from a low of one day to a high 
of 21 days, 

*The overage camping party 
spent $158.47 with foot vendors 
and businessmen, an average of 
$24.76 per party per day, Each 
individual camper spent an aver- 
age of $33,20 in Kentucky dur - 
ing his camping trip, 

ighteen states were represent - 
ed in this total, with 27 parties, 
or 35 per cent, from Ohio.
